Many Santa Ana people today ex­ 
pressed themselves as favorably im­ 
pressed with the Idea that a letter 
writing campaign such as has been 
suggested 
by 
Governor 
Stephens 
might prove of great value in edu­ 
cating the E ast to the real situation 
the .West now faces In regard to the 
Japanese question. 
Renewed efforts are being made 
by Japanese 
to colonize 
W estern 
States and to extend their efforts 
into eastern regions, it is said. 
In­ 
formation has come to the Governor 
that the Japanese are planning ex­ 
tensive colonization schemes in sev­ 
eral W estern states, especially 
in 
Texas. The object of the letter writ­ 
ing campaign suggested by Governor 
Stephens would be to attem pt to in­ 
sure favorable action by Congress 
at its next session. 
It is the opinion of the Governor 
that every citizen of the state should 
feel a responsibility in the m atter 
and as opportunity affords, letters 
should be written to Eastern friends 
explaining the Japanese situation. 
Expressions of opinion here as to 
the efficacy <?f the letter writing 
campaign were 
unanimous 
in the 
idea that something was necessary 
and that the letter writing campaign 
would 
prove an 
effective method. 
Statements were made by a number 
of local people concerning their per­ 
sonal opinion of the proposed move­ 
ment, as follows: 
R. L. Bisby—No racial problem Is 
ever 
local, it 
is always 
national. 
W hatever affects the Pacific coast, 
affects the nation a t large. A letter 
writing campaign to spread this idea 
through the E ast in connection with 
the 
Japanese 
question 
would un­ 
doubtedly be of great value. 
May or J ohn G. M itchell—I should 
think that It. would be a good idea. 
The East has not realized what the 
problem amounts to. This might be 
the means of educating them con­ 
cerning the facts in the case.

Grov e—A 
great deal of my business is done 
with the Japanese. I see no harm 
in allowing them to work land, but 
do not think they should he allowed 
to own property. The letter writing 
campaign would probably be an ef­ 
fective method of putting the actual | 
facts in the case before the people of 
other sections and would meet an 
obvious need for information. 
Mrs. A. J. Lawton—The more edu­ 
cational work we do the better the 
East will understand the West. It 
is a very pressing need and the let­ 
ter writing to persons of influence 
could accomplish much. 
H. C. Head— I think it is a good 
plan. Other sections, especially the 
Eastern states, should be given an 
adequate idea of the situation w’hich 
Is facing the country as well as Cali­ 
fornia. The letter writing could do 
much toward the furthering of this 
knowledge. 
The Rev . J . A. Stev enson—I should 
think it wise to scatter all the infor­ 
mation possible. A Democracy should 
be governed by intelligent people. 
This 
plan would 
give information 
that is much needed in some sec­ 
tions.
